Then, Nabokov's French agent 
recelved on offer from a Parisian 
publisher to print the work In 
English, Publication arouscd no 
excitement until, in 1956, the 
French Minister of the Interior 
banned the sale of “Lolita” and 
other allegedly  pomographic 
works, 

In January, 1958, a French 
court ruled that the bon was 
iNegal. The Appeal Court 
reversed this decision In Decem- 
ber and finally the Ministry 
changed f{s mind and. allowed 
the book to go on sale last 
September. 

Nabokov comments  philoso- 
phically: “If the book had just 
quictly appeared in America it 
would not , have enjoyed the 
seles it has had nor would it 
have been so ill-treated.” 


‘That is true up to a polnt, 
But “Lolita” was also highly 
praised beforo it received sen- 
aitional publicity and in 
1957 an Arnerican magazine 
serialised 35,000 words of the

Through “Lolita,” Professor 
Nabokov enjoys great wealth for 
the first time since his boyhood. 
Born in St Petersbung in 1899, 
he was a member of one of the 
richest families in’ Impcricl 
Russla and  inherlted two 
millon dollars. worth of roubles 
at the oge of 17.

His grandfather had been 
Cror Alexandr I's Minisce of 
Justice, His father was a states- 
man'and editor of “Speech,” the 
principal Mberal newspaper in 
Russiz.

Nabokov first had the {dea of" 
“Lolita when he was living fn 
Parls, By 1049 the ideo gripped 
him so strongly that he felt he 
must get it out of his system. He 
starfed jotting down notes in 
between hls work on other books 
—notably his mussive study 
(2,000 pages) of  Pushkin’s 
Eugene Onegin. 


FEARED THE WORST 


Obsessed with the exact uso 
of words and deseribing things 
dn the fullest detail, he wrote it 
solely to satisfy his own yearning 
“It was all 
pure imaginntion,” he says. 
“There is nothing sutoblographi- 
ca) In it.” . 

Fortunntely, Cornell is a very 
Nberal scat of learning and the 
publication of “Lolita” did’ not 
Grently upset the professor's 
neademic life. His courses on 
Furopean = literature suddenly 
‘became more popular and 
students osked ‘him = for his 
culograph. But there were no 
real diMeulties. 


He feared tho worst when 
the ladies’ branch of the local 
Prestyterlan church wrote to 
him. But they were not de- 
manding his swift departure 
from the university, They 
wanted him to speak at their 
luncheon club. 

“Lolita” has not changed 
Nabokov's life directly. But it 
has mace It possible for him to 
change it himself, He has left 
Cornell, quite voluntarily, and 
mow, ut 00, he ib visiling Europe 
for the first dime in 20 years. 

At last, this tall, strongly- 
built professor can afford to 
devote his time to'travel, writ- 
ing and, of course, lepidop- 
trrology. He shares this new 
life with his grey-haired 
Russlan-born wife, Vera, and 
their one son, 25-year-old 
“Dmitri, 

His present work? He is 
writing another novel ih English 
and working on the translation 
ofa Russlan classic. 

Of the translation, he says: 
“It seems to me a far more Im- 
portant project than Loilta...."
